From Memphis |0 Chattanooga siiuiUr trifling 
outbreaks cccur, in the shape of ioroye. Grant 
is fltreng'hening his position and txteuding 
his lines still further into the enemy's coun- 
try. Hardee k said to be at Dillon, Ua., acd 
very reccuily h is banded ov^r the command 
of the army to Gen. Joe. Johnston. Long- 
xret , it is true, is threatening East Tennej- 
eee, but with what chances of success we are 
net L\blo to determine. 

The Army of the Potomac is of course dc- 
ine nothing, although the la6t achievement of 
any rucrit was performed by G^n. Avexill, of 
thit Army. His brilliact raid through the 
;my's li^es, destroying stores, cutting lines 
of communication and otherwise ii juring the 
;my, is not the least tucceasful exploit of 
tbe kind. Gillraore is pounding away at 
Charleston, with, however, little chance of 
success; nor do we suppose that he antici- 
pates it with the limited means at his com- 
mand.

Banks bassucceed- 
el in planting his feet firmly on the Kio 
Grande, the object beimr to cut offone source 
of supi-lies Irotn the enemy. 

Butler is at Norfolk, and is doing little, and 
that little it jurious as could be anticipated. 
His whole theory of the war seems to be the 
"contraband" and nothing else. In the mat- 
ter of the exchange of prisoners, the anticipa- 
tions of a speedy eirtel is, we regret tossy, 
premature. The rebels refuse to treat with 
Butler, averring that he has been outlawed by 
their Government, and, therefore, that they 
can hold no terms with him. This presents 
briefly the present condition of affairs, and 
there is very little probability that any change 
will occur before the spring.

Ice And Dams — We sometimes hear the 
remark that no dams could Btand against the 
ici in ihc Ohio. This oi- j?ction comes from 
those who have not given much thought to 
the subject. Suppose there were dams as 
proposed, say every fifty miles, tbe Ohio 
would he bnta teries of pools or ponds of 
comparatively eti:l water, and, at the ordinary 
stages of water, when winter closes the navi- 

Ice would be checked by the dams in the in- 
cipient ctageo of itfl formation, and quietly 
and regularly accumulate In thickness accord- 
ing to the severity of the weather. The only 
ice that could run here, f ir instance, would be 
6uch as would be formed between this point 
:tnd the next dam above, tay this side of Mad- 
ison, in place of the ice we now see passing, 
which may have be*n forming all tho way 
lrem Pittsburg. 

It sometimes happens that the ice breaks 
up with a flood, in which case the ica in each 
pool would be carried over the dams, break- 
ing into stnall pieces or slush, as it generally 
appears at New Albany after passing over the 
fdls at low water, and in such lorm as to con- 
•tiiute no material impediment to navigation, 
and certainly not increasing the danger to the 
dam next below. 

Then it is ciiirned that navigation, in ca«e of 
locks and dams, would not be interrupted as 
much as now. The first formation would be 
thin ice in quiet vater. A boat might imike 
its wsy through this with little difficulty, 
making a channel, the ice on each side re- 
maining quietly attache J to the shore. Should 
there be many boats on the river, the succeed 
iug boats, follcwitg iu the same track, would 
be likelv to k-:ep the cbanuel open, while ice 
of considerable thickness might b3 formed on 
each side. It thould be remembered that 
water eomparativcly still under a sheet of Ice 
It warmer than when moving along with run- 
ning iec, according to lb<> well-aecertaiued fact 
in eheuiistry.that when water gets bel.;w forty 
degrees of temperature, unices disturbed by 
current?, it rises to the surface. lee would thus 
form slower in a channel where the water was 
frequently disturbed by the passage of boats 
than it woul-1 at the sides of this channel not 
affected by this disturbance. 

Another point of much practical import- 
ance is this: in ctse of the u»e of such dams 
.is has been propoeed by the facilities for 
drawing the water from the ponds, by drop- 
ping the portion of the dam exteuding across 
the maio channel, say 200 feet in length, and 
cpening the valve gites in the other portion 
o' the d:tm, the portions of ice esch side of 
the chancel can be held to melt gruduall; at 
each shore, except at the threat fl>ocu, when 
the avers tre depth of water exceeds about 
twenty-five feet. 

Theu the interruption of navigation merely 
by ice is a mailer of scarcely more disadvant- 
age than the interruption iu crossing the 
river. Had there been dams, the river might 
probably have been crobsed safely on the ice 
wilh teams ere this; and were each dam a 
bridge, as has been proposed, the crossing 
could be easily affected during the closing of 
navigation by ice, without the trouble of 
moving the c raw-bridge. 

tSTlt is said that Judge Taney has for 
many years appeared as if about to drop into 
the grave. A6 long ago as 1810, a gentleman 
in Maryland, having some interest in a dis- 
puted land case, in which there was consider- 
ably more feeling than money involved, in 
quired of a merchant in Baltimore for the 
name of some able lawyer to be employed, 
The name of Mr. Taney was given. The gen 
tleman called on the latter, but, after talking 
wilh him awhile, declined engaging his ser 
vices, givirg afterward as his reason that h* 
intended bis case should stay in court at least 
five year*:; that Taney would not Hve half that 
time, and then he would have to engage new 
counael. Fifty years have passed since then, 
and ten ytars sgo that individual and all the 
other parties to the protracted suit, as well ss 
the lawyers ou both ridis, and the judge who 
tried the cause, were all deed, and Taney Wis 
as hale and hearty as ne had ever been, but 
still deceiving people with his apparent 
feebleness.

That we recognize in this great and nu 
timely los* to the country, and especially to 
the Christ! in Comni-sion, a call' from on 
high to redouble our energies In rushing for- 
ward this great work of humanity and reli- 
gion; and we do earnestly implore the Divine 
guidance in selecting one who may be a wor- 
thv successor of our beloved brother.

Stealing all Round — The Places of 
Trust Abound with TMeves. 

Laet Wednesday, Charles II. Cornwall, 
holding i clerkship of great responsibility 
and corfldence iu the efflcs of the Treasurer 
of the United StiU6, and whose duty it was 
to burn is the presence of witnesses the can- 
celed demand notes which are previously cut 
in two, was discovered in bis dishonesty and 
arresttd.

the charitable establishments of Madrid.

S^Thc transactions of the Government in 
leasing abandon;dand onflecatcd cotton plan- 
tations on the Mississippi river are increasing in 
magnitude and attracting the attention of tbe 
country. Lessees are said to be realizing fab- 
ulous fortuoes. The field is tempting, and as 
some of our rea Jers may desiro to invest their 
means and energies ia It, we give for their 
bent lit the article of agreement to which they 
will have to subscribe, and also an exhibit of 
expenditure to cultivate each one hundred 
acres. 

The following is the "Article of Agree- 
ment" between the CommUtioiierB appointed 
by Adjutant General L Thomas for leasing 
plantations upon the Mississippi river and the 
lessees who have cultivated the same. The 
agreement will probably be, in the main, the 
same for another year, beginning Febru- 
ary 1, 1864, and ending February 1, 
1865, with, perhaps, this alteration: that 
lessees will be required to furnish the medi- 
cine needed for the hands on the Plantation, 
and a ecbool-teacher for the children on every 
one thousand acres cultivated: 

article of aorkkment. • 
For the pnrpose of carrying ou*. the powers 
aid instructions given to us a* Commission- 
ers, on the part of the United States, appoint- 
ed by the Secretary of War, we hereby grant 

a permit to to use, farm, and enjoy the 

possession of Jm fallowing described pleata- 
tion, until the first day of February, 1864; 

to-wit: on the following terms 

and conditions, to-wit : 

First: That the said are loyal citi- 
zens of the Unl'ed S'.aUs— havirg taken and 
tiled with us tho proper oath of allegiance. 

Second : That the said lessees will employ 
at least one able-bodied hand to eight acres 
of land thus permitted to be occupied, suit- 
able for cuhivation, permitting the children 
and infirm of the employed persons to ac- 
company and livs with their parents, or near- 
est of kin having their control, feed'mg and 
treating them humanely, and allowing their 
attendance upon such schools as may be pro- 
vided for them; this provision, however, not 
to include children over twelve years of age. 

Third: The said lessees hereby agree to 
pay tuc following wages to those employed 
ou said plantation, to wit: Seven dollars per 
month fer able-bodied males over fifteen years 
of age; five do lars per month for able-bodied 
females ever fifteen years of age; and for chil- 
dren between twelve and fifteen years of age 
half price; it being understood that no per- 
sona under tweive years ot sga shall be re- 
quired to labor as a field hand. 

Fourth: Whenever persons employed as 
aforesaid shall be destitute of necessary cloth- 
ing on entering Into such service, the said 
lessees shall advance to them sufficient 
clothing, or money to pnrchase the same, 
charging no profit upon such clothing:, which 
6hall be deducted from the wages of tho«e 
receiving the clothing. 

Fifth: Before any portion of the crops rais- 
ed and prepared for sale or use under this 
contract sh-11 be removed, satisfaction shall 
be fully made to the proper Government offi- 
cers for all Government dues, and also fuil 
payment sbtll be made to all employes un- 
der this contract. 

ixth: A tax of two dollars per head, of 
a'd persons receiving wages, may ba reserved 
by the eald lessees, for the payment of a com- 
petent resident physician, to givs proper 
medical attention to said employes. 

Seventh : The said lessees hereby agree to 
furnish the employes aforesaid, and their fam- 
ilies, per head, each week, the following pro- 
visions of good6, souud subsistence stores, 
to-wit: Four pounds of salt meat, the pro 
duct of the heg, or six pounds of fresh or 
salt beef; t^n pounds of com meal, or s x 
pounds ot flour; two pounds of beans, peas, 
rice, cr hominy, and one pint of molasses. 

Eighth : The use of the lash, paddle, and 
all other cruel modes of punishment, are not 
to be permitted or icflxted by the said lessees 
(or any one in their employment), upon the 
persons of any of the employes or their fami- 
lies ; but where any such become worthless 
and ungovernable, from laziness or bad tem- 
per, they may be discharged ou the order of 
the Commissioner! 1 , upon payment of wages* 
to the lime of such discharge. 

Ninth: In lieu of rent for the use and oc- 
cupation ot said farms, the said lessees hereby 
gree to pay such agent as the Treasury De- 
partment of the United States shall appoint, 
a tax pf two dollars per bale of fuur hundred 
lor corn and potatoes. 
Tenth: The said lessees further agree to 
ather and secure ready for market all the 
ungathercd crops, and turn over to the proper 
Government officer one-half, delivered at the 
river, of equal qu»lity, ready for shipment, 
and retain the residue, for their trouble and 
exrecs\ 

Eleventh: The said !e. sees hereby agree to 
receive aud receipt for such stock and agri- 
cultural implements as the said Commission 
ers may furnish, for the use ot said farms, 
which are to be appraised, and the amount of 
such appiaisement to be paid for out of the 
crops io be raised as aforesaid, it being under- 
stood and agreed, however, that the stock and 
implements aforesaid are not to be sold and 
taken orl of said farms, wiihont the consent of 
said Commissioners, until tbe aopraised value 
thereof shall be fnlly paid; Provided, how- 
ever, that if, in const quenee of the vicissitudes 
of war, the stock and other property thus 
turned ever, appraised and receipted for as 
aforesaid, shall be captured and destroyed by 
the enemy, the said lessees are not lo be held 
for the payment of the same. 

Twelfth : If, at any time, the said Com- 
missioners shall be of opinion that the said 
lessees are not prosecuting the putting iu aud 
cu'tivating the crops to be raised under this 
permit sufficiently vigorously to produce a 
full crop, the said lessees hereby agree to al - 
low said Commissioners to employ hands aud 
have the same larmed at the proper expense 
ot said lessees, and to declare this permit void; 
aud it is also hereby agreed by said lessees 
that it at anytime duiint; the term ot this 
permit, they, or eilher of them, shall,do any 
act e-r utu r any words of a disloyal character, 
then this agreement shall be utterly void, aud 
all the priviltges grunted shall cease aud de- 
termine.

No Government ev*r yet 
established its credit by tak'ui: up notes that 
did not bear interest, and issuing bonds that 
do bear interest. That is the proposition of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. Never could 
he be brought to vote 'or a^yveuc h propoai- 
ti«»n. He (Mr. Brown) proposed the counter 
proposition of levying tax •« u!>*.u I 
ty ot the country. He agreed' with the P 
dent that this debt is the debt of the pto Lr. 
Ills growing Into frighttul proportions, *ndl 
the time has come to commence its extin- 
guishment Better undertake to pay now 
<4V)0,000,000 in non interest beating notes than 
$60,000,000 in gold after the war. 

He proposed to tax Treasury notes about 
twenty-five per cent, and the man who as- 
sessed should collect the tax. To avoid tbe 
concealment of the notes, be would appoint a 
convenient lime and place for the notes to be 
presented. Let the agentre'a^n uq -t. tirth a* 
a tax and stamp the other three-fourth.-. All 
notes not so stamped should, at the end of 
three months, cease to be currency. By this 
plan assessment aud tsslleetsOa would be 
simultaneous, counterfeits would be detected, 
and what would be left of the currency would 
be sound.

Nothiog, be - u, 
has contriWed so much to the, deprec aiiou 
of our currency, and the traffic Should there- 
fore be prohibited. He fouud the power to 
do this in the necessity of sustaining the pub- 
lic credit. It is not tense to ie!l him ih.ii the 
framers of a piece of political machinery de- 
signed that It should run down like a clock, 
and none 'o have the power of winding u up 
again. Without a strong army and a bound 
currency, what is the Constitution worh? We 
are not living under a Constitution which re- 
quires us to sacrifice enr liberties. If he had 
takeu an oath to support such a Constitution 
he would disregard it because hi believed 
there was no such Constitu ion. He bad 
sworn to support a Constitution which gave 
to the Government jnst such pewers as wculd 
enable it to conduct the war to a successful con- 
clusion.

Horrible Affair-Soldier* Poisoned by 
Women-The guilty parlies Arrest 

At a late hour iaat nlghl wo were pat in 
jssession of facts which form one of the 
most revolting crimes ever committed, and 
which adds another to the long list of trage- 
dies which now startle the whole community, 
and beiore which society stands aghast and 
;d. Witbin the past few weeks we have 
ailed upon to chronicle two of the most 
inhuman and nnprovoked murders that have 
hitherto darkened the fair fame of our city, 
but for barbarity the one which we now 
chronicle surpasses all others. The death 
of a human being by violence is a sub- 
ject of horror; but when the death of 
one is caused by a slow but deadly poison, ad- 
ministered by a supposed friend, it is suf 
flcient to make the very blood run cold. The 
facts of this case, as related to us at a late 
hour last night, are as follow 
of what regiment we were unable to 
went to the house of Mrs. Long, at the corn* r 
Of Seventh street and the river, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining board. While there they 
were Invited to drink, which they did, as the 
liquor was freely given to them. In a short 
time alter drinking they were seized with se- 
vere pains, as if laboring under the effects 
of poison. We are informed that after in- 
tense suffering two of the three soldiers who 
drank the liquor died, and at the time oi 
the present writing, one o'cloc k, the third par 
ty was- not expected to live. The proprietress 
of the house, Mis. Long, together with two 
other women, was arrested and lodged in Bar 
racks No. 1. At the late hour at which we 
heard of the affair we were unfcble to obtain 
the full particulars, and we give the facts as 
related to us by the officer*. 

The Poor— The meelirg at the Council 
Chamber to night should be large. The ob- 
ject is noble, and the work proposed to be 
done is necessary to secure any thing like 
system or efficiency in the laudable and gen- 
erous efforts that are making to elevate the 
condition of the poor. In several of the east 
era cities benevlent associations, whose 
powers and dutie's ere prescribed by charter, 
have worked admirably. From a report of 
an association in New York, having chartered 
powers , it appears that in one year, frem Oc- 
tober let, 1862, 7,583 families of 33,845 persons, 
were relieved by an expenditure of only $36,- 
670 28. Now the number of suffering poor 
in our city can hardly reach 5,000, and about 
$15,000 has already been raised In this city 
this winter and has been expended, and many 
of the poor have not been reached, and it may 
never be known where the money that has 
been expended is gone. On the Point, 115 
families have been relieved from suffering by 
an expenditure of $354 on the plan proposed, 
and it is desirable that the same system be 
extended throughout the city. 

Let the proposed association be formed, and 
let the people attend to-night and see to It that 
proper officers be elected. Interesting ad 
dresses will be made by persons who are fa- 
miliar with the practical working of such 
charity. 

There Is very little trouble in Louisville in 
getting means for the poftr ; the main difficul- 
ty is, having it properly distributed.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Executive Department, ) 
Frankfort, Kv., Jan. 4, 18C4. \ 

The frr quent outrages perpetrated in vari- 
ous parts of the State by lawless bandB of ma 
rauders can, in a large degree, be traced to 
the active aid of rebel sympathizers in our 
midst, or their neglect to furnish to military 
commandants the information in their pos- 
sesalon, which would lead to the defeat and 
capture of euch marauders. 

Sympathizers with the rebellion who, while 
epjoylng protection from the Government, 
abuse the leniency extended to them by con- 
cealing the movements of rebel guerrillas, by 
giving them information, affording them shel- 
ter, supplying tbein with provisions and oth- 
erwise encouraging and fomenting private 
raids, are in criminal complicity with all the 
outrages perpetrated by the marauders whom 
tbey secretly countenance. 

Ills in the power of persons whose sympa- 
thies are with tbe rebellion to prevent guer- 
rilla raids, almost invariably, by furnishing to 
military officers of the United States or State 
of Kentucky tbe Information which expe 
rience has proved them to be, as a general 
thing, possessed of. 

If all would unite, as is their duty, In put- 
ting down guerrilla?, we would toon cease to 
be troubled with thel raids. A neglect to 
afford all assistance and information wbich 
may afd in defeating the designs ot maraud- 
ing parties tan but be construed as a culpable 
and active assistance to our euemies. 

I therefore t> quest that the various milita- 
ry commandants in the State of Kentucky 
will, in every instance where a loyal clt'zen is 
taken off by bauds of guerrillas, immediately 
arrest at least five of th- most prominent and 
active rebel sympathizers in the vicinity of 
such outrage for eveiy loyal man taken by 
guerrillas. These sympathisers should be 
held as hostages for the safe and speedy re- 
turn of tbe loyal citlssus. Where there are 
disloyal relativea of guerri)la«, they should 
be the chief sufferers. Let them learn that 
If th»y refuse to t xert themselves actively for 
tbe atsistacce and protection of the loyal, 
they muBt exptct to reap the just fruits of 
their complicity with the enemies of our State 
and people.

Wa^hinoton, January 12.

Mr. Howe Introduced a communication 
frcm the Governor of Wisconsin with a copy 
of a petition addresaed to the Legislature of 
that Stain by Mr. Blair and others, asking in 
deninity for the United States for injuries to 
p rsons and property in their trforts for the 
enforcement of the conscription law. 

Mr. Fcssenden reported back from the Fi- 
nnnc ■ Conimit'esjrtbe House hill txtendir? 
bounty t<y veteran and other volunteerc. 

Mr. Lane, rf Ransap, reported from the 
Military Committee the House bill extending 
bounties to vet<>r?n and other volunteers. 

Mr. L-?np, of Kms3«\ reported from theMHi 
tary Committee the House bill for the pay- 
ment of officers and men actually employed 
in the denarment of Missouri 

Mr. Wilson introduced a bill authorizes 
the appointment of a Second Assistant Secre 
tarv of War. 

The joint resolution continuing the bour- 
tics heretofore paid was passed without an 
amendment. 

Mr. Snmoer modified his amendment to the 
rnrnllmtnt bill, providing that the Secretary 
of War rhall apply the money received from 
(•u'-stitut°s and otherwise, to the single object 
of procuring substitutes. 

Mr. Sherman opposed tbe amendment as an 
t \- rt income tax, and also as calculated 10 
nise a torce of enlistments, and as operating 
unfquallv. 

A message was received from the President, 
in answer to tbe inquiry relaMve to the alletr- 
ed exceptional treatment of Kansas prisoners 
by rebels. Transmitting letters from the sec 
n taiy to the commander-in-chief of the army 
and ibe Commissary General of prisoners. 
General HiHeck sayB. I have no information 
ibitthe volunteers from Karsas that were 
t»k"n a* prisoners of war, have not been treat- 
ed by the emmv any different than volunteers 
from any otner State. He also states that the 
□eral in command of the department of 
wLkh Kansas forms a p»rt. knows of no dis- 
tinction between Karsas and other prisoners. 

The Commissary General of prisoners save: 
There is nothing in the records of this cfllce 
to show tbe manner In which the wounded 
and dead soldiers have been treated on ihe 
battlt-lield hy rebels; nor is there anything to 
show that Kansas volunteers have been put 
to death on being taken prisoners. Ooly 
fifty-eight enlisted men of Kinsas regiments 
can be found on the record as having bean 
delivered on parole by the enemy. 

Mr. Fesseuden reporied back from the Com- 
mittee on Finance, without amendment, the 
House till continuing bounties to volunteers 
to March 1st, ISfW. In connection with the 
subject he presented a letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, stating his inability to 
m et th«i heavy draft required by the bill in 
such a ehort sps.ee of time, and recommend- 
ice iucreaeed '.axation.

Mr. Fernando Wood ni< ved an amendment, 
se as t . reimburse Mew York, wh'ch should 
i-e plscd on an fqual fating with 
P nneyivania or any other State. 

Mr. R (/era wanted to inclu.l • New Jersey. 
No questioning was taken. The House then 
aljjurued. 

Washington, January 12. 

At an ac'jTurned meeting of the opposition 
mf rubers of Congress the followkg resolu- 
tion was passed: 

Jtetolved, That we are for the restora- 
tion of all the States to the Union; 
the patriotism and tius statesmanship de- 
mand that such policy should be pur- 
sued towards the people of the States in 
which Insurrection exists, as shall be best 
calculated to briu< this expensive and ex- 
hausting war, in which we are now engaged, 
to a close, and restore said States to the 
Union, under the Constitution, with all the 
constitutional rights of the people unim- 
paired. 

Tbe question of a place for holding the next 
Deracc ai'.c National Convention will be con- 
aid red at the mx meaiing. 

Msj. Geo. Blunt, ot Kansas, has obtained 
leave to visit Washington to consult with the 
Indian bureau on the subject of Indian af- 
fjirs in the South. 

The prevajetce of the small-pox in Wash- 
ington Is much exaggerated. Though it pre- 
vails to a greater extent than heretofore, it is 
goserally in a mild form, and there are com- 
paratively few deaths. 

The bill to txtend to the first of March 
bounties to volnnt; ers, passed tbe Senate In 
precise form In which it lelt tne House, and 
therefore only awaits the Presidents signa- 
ture to btcome a law.
